Senate Power Intact 

MONTREAL (cypV-The McGlll senate dealt a shmning blow to 
the^imtoDomy ojT^the campus student council! November 2S, refusing 
to ratify the students' new c<Histltutlon which was overwhelmingly 
adopted in a student referendum last March. 

If the senate had approved the constitutional amendments it would 
have been the last time the university's highest academic body would 
be called on to examine thedocument which governs student afblrs- 
-and therln lies the problem. 

The new constitutionwould delete the clause requiring amendments 
to be ratified by thesenate: yesterday the senators Insisted that their 
veto power had to stay, and showed why by using it. 

If the senate were to ratify the documenti said vice-principal Stan- 
ley Frost, "the students* society wouldtheabecomea completely au^ 

tonomous body.*' 

^dent senator Sheely Ungar proposed that the senate pass those 
clauses in the constitution that were acceptable and return only the 
dlsitputed clauses. But student president Julius Gray attacked the 
proposed comp^oimL^e as !*a.l?lgger sell-out than It the whole coos-^ 
tltut^oQ^wKo returned^ ajkiuhgar's motion died for lack of a secon- 
der..

The Student Afbirs Commit- 
tee seems to be a victim of It's 
own structures; you cannot com- 
municate with the Executive 
Committee of the SAC because 
It's members seem to t)e locked 
within the structures* I thought 
It was bad enough that they 
wouki not come to consult people 
they were representing, but it is 
worse, you CMnnot go and share 
ideas with them because you are 
locked out. They must assume 
their responsibilities tiy using a 
certain process pre-determlned 
by the struchire which they are 
trying to change* And part of 
these responslblHtles Is to rein- 
force the process wldch excludes 
the outside person* They are 
even surprised and they do not 
understand when you react, be- 
cause you are not following the 
usual channels required* I must 
admit that structures are very se-

The committee should be com- 
posed of students, faculty and ad-* 
mlnistrators, and support staff to 
give it the status ofa'^Commu* 
nlty Affairs Committee.'* Such 
an atmosphere could give to all 
parUes an* opportunity to be more * 
sensitive to each others views

EDUCATION REPORT 



The awareness week Educa-* 
tlonal Sub'commlttee, chaired by 
John Cousins* met last Monday 
Tuesday and Wednesday to dis- 
cuss educational problems at 
Lnurentlan. The following re^ 
commendations were drawn up, 
in order to be presented to the 
student body for approval: 

It is recommended that: 

^1. The nilefrom Senate sta-^ 
tine that the nhal exam be worth 
not less than 50% in determining 
the final mark be abolished, and 
that the evaluation be left to the 
individual department. 

-;2. Students and (acuity should 
institute departmental unions 
where the membership on these 
councils be.'made up of an equal 
number of student and faculty 
members. These councils will 



make all decisions pertaining to 
the running of the department. 
Some areas ofinterest should be: 
course evaluation^ orderingof li" 
brary books, hirlnc: ofnewfacut- 
ty, tenure of faculty members, 
promotion committees and all 
general business ^{ the depart- 
ment. 

3. The lecture system be 
-changed, to state-thatr&^tecture 
should be given for direction on- 
ly in the subject and that the lec- 
ture be given by a faculty mem- 
ber that wilt deliver the material 
in an effective >yay, A lecture in 
all cases should be a synthesis 
of the material only. 

4. In departments where it is 
applicable, there should be at 
least equal time spent in semi-

The discussions centred ar- 
ound the problems ofllvingin re- 
sidence. Such problems as open 
houses and resldenceparties we- 
re discussed.

sion reached by the committee 
was that the rules for the Unl* 
versity College residence should 
be made by the students in order 
to correspond with the needs of 
the students* 

Approximately twenty people 
attended the discussions. 
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Student life wortehop highlights Awareness Week 



On the Mcmday of awareness 
week after the general meeting 
la the Great Hall, approximately 
20 students plus ooe protshowed 
up for discussion In the group 
where It had l>een suggested that 
the tiuallty of student life would 
t>e discussed. This topic had not 
been Imposed In anyway on those 
who showed up. It was simply 
a way of dividing the areasof In- 
terest. In the great Hall I had 
suggested that under this parti- 
cular headlngmlght be discussed 
such things as the SAA, the 
Book Store, the /oodservlce, dis- 
cipline and residential problems* 
These were suggestions only* 
At first the group started out 
by discussing the S.G.A«butsoon 
people realized that our discus- 
sion was not very fruitful and that 
actually the S,G,A. was not really 
the concern of the majority ofthe 
group which was present. Some 
people felt that the only binctlon 
of the S«GJL. was to tell students 
that they are apthetlc and toglve 
them an example > of non-acUon. 

We then discussed Huntington 
Restdence and how pec^Ie there 
were not communicating with 
each other at a personal level. 
It seems thailfyou're In Hunting-* 
ton Res, and you feel lonely, de- 
pressed^ horny or simply would 
like to have sonesort of human 
contact your chances of getting 
help (e^ecially If you're a girl} 
are close to none* Some people 
want more open houses that Is a 
situation where the boys are al- 
lowed to go to the girls' side and 
vice versa. Some people are a- 
gainst it because this would dis- 
turb their peace and quiet or sim- 
ply t>ecause they are afraid of 
their reaction to such"llberty" 
or for other reasons. 

* As for^thtt question of^havinff-' -?| 
parties or such Immoral things of « 
that nature^ it was suggested that 
If the par^ was thrown before 
permission was requested It 
would be a certain way of getting 
a party. It seems that the pro- 
cedure of asking permission In 
residence Is not only loigthy but 
also unfrulliul. 

At this point someone sugges-> - 
ted that students with anlnterest 
in the new U.C, Residence should 
see to It before it starts Its ope- 
rations that the rules correspond 
to the needs of the students and 
not that the students adapt them- 
selves to the rules. The latter 
course is admittedly notahuman 
way of dealing with people* 

Are you lonely? 

One of the main points maae 
at the discussion on Monday was 
that students at Laurentian are 
Isolated and NOT apathetic; they 
do not realize that they have col* 
lectlve problems and therefore 
do not discuss these problems 
amongst themselves* We tried 
to Qnd problem areas which 
would be common to all students 
Probably from this came thepa- 
per "Are you Iwiely? Areyou^ 
horn>? Are you bored?". This' 
paper tried to show that we do ha-, 
ve common problems whlchper-^ 
tain to every day life. It was 
meant as a stimulant for fiirther 
discussion.' It worked. Thiswlll 
be discussed further In another 

article. 

To continue the report on 
Monday's dlscusstoui I believe 
I can say that It was generally 
felt that before tackling anyarea 
such as University Structures, 
Education, Billnguallsm or any 
oMhese complex questions, eve- 
ry student should see to It that 
his own head, his own way of 
thinklngp his own goals are orga*- 
nlzed. 



Other points were made but I 
feel that the most Important 
points were covered here* 
Animator's comments: 

As animator of the group Qua- 
lity of Student Mfe, I was quite 
pleased with the session on Mon- 
day. I talt that the students rea- 
lized th^ Awareness Week was 
for them and that what came out 
of It was what they put Into it. 
It was not up to the animator to 
make a success of this discus- 
sion. I could have gotten people 
to ^eak In front of this group on 
different topics. The group felt 
thatthis would not be of any value.

What is alternative? 



The second great problom for our strategy— we are 
constantly locod with the demands, "What is tho attorrm* 
Wuel'* ' Whot cnn you olfer us that Is bettor thnn whet 
we hiivo?" t do not believe that wo can simply brush 
aside this question by saying* "Whot is necessary is to 
destroy, afterwards wo will soe what comes.*' Wo cannot 
for ono vof y simple reoson. 

Because our qooIs* our values, our own and new mof« 
ality. our own morality, must be visible already in our 
actions, Tho new human boings who we want to help to 
create — we must akeady strive to be those humao be- 
Migs right hero end now. 

And that is why wo cannot simply brush this question 
Aside. We nutst be able to show, oven in a very amatl 
way, tho models of what may one day bo a human being. 
But tho altemativo is socialism. But socialism nolthor of 
the Stafitiist brand nor of the post-Stalinist brand, but 
that libertarian socialism which has always been the inte- 
gral concept of socialism, but only too easily repressed 
and suppressed. 

Now, if this is the aliernaiivo, how do we transmit It. 
because people wilt look around and will say, *'Show us* 
where is this kind of socialism?" Wo will say. it is per* 
haps going lo be built up in Cuba, It is perhaps being built 
\\^ in China, ft is certainly fightir>g in Vietnam (against) 
the supermonstor. 

But they wilt look around ond say« "No* this Isn't social- 
Jsm. Socialism, as we seo it« socialism it what we have 
In the Soviet Union. Sociotism is the invasion ot Czechos* 
lovakia." Socialism, in othor words, is a crime. 

And how can we meet this contradiction? The two con- 
tradictions which I just outlined. ) think, can be telescop- 
ed into one. Radical change without a mass base seems 
to be unimaginable. But the obtalntr>g of a mass base — 
at least in this country — and in the foresoeabte future — 
seems to be equally unimaginable. What are wo going to 
do with this contradiction? 

The answer seems to bo very easy, Wtf have to got this 
mass base. But here wo meet tho limits of democratic 
pofsuaslon with which we aro confronted today. Why the 
limits? Because a large, perhaps a decisive, part of the 
majority* namely the working class, is to a groat extent 
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integrated Into the system, and op a rather solid material 
basts, and not only superficially. It is certainly not into* 
gratod forever 

Nothing Is forover in history. 

The socond item — why we are here faced with tho limits 
of democratic persuasion-** is tho more fact thai the toft 
has no adequate accoss to the media of mass communis 
cation. 

Media makes opinion 

Today, public opinion Is made by the media of mass 
communication, if you cannot buy the equal and ade- 
quate time. If you cannot buy the equal and adequaio 
space, how are you supposed to chango public opinion, e 
public opinion made in this monopolistic way? 

The consequence; we ore, In this psuodo-democracy, 
faced with a majority' which seems to be self-perpotuat<' 
ing, which seems to reproduce itself as a conservative 
majority immune against radical chango. But the same 
circumstances that mitUate against domocretlo porsuD* 
sion also militate against the development of a revolu- 
tionary contraliiod mass party, according to tho tradi- 
tional model' 

iVou cannot have such a party today, not only because 
the apparatus of suppression Is infinitely more effective 
and powerful than it ever was before, but even more 
and perhaps most so, because centralization today doos 
not seem to be tho adequate way of working for change 
and obtaining change. 

I would like to discuss under three headings very brief- 
ly the target of the strategy of tho New Left, the methods 
and finally, the organization of the New Loft* 

First, as to tho target: we are faced with a novelty In 
history, namely with the prospect or with tho nood for 
radical change, revolution in and against a highly devel- 
oped technically advanced Industriol society, which Is at 
the same time a well-functioning and cohesive society. 
This historical novelty demands a re-examlnatlon of one 
of our most cherished concepts. I can here, of course, 
only give you a kind of catalog of such re-oxaminatlon. 

First, the notion of the seizure of power. Here, tho otd 
model wouldn't do any more. That, for examplo. In a 
country like the United States, under tho leadership of a 
centralized and authoritarian party, targe masses con- 
centrate on Washington, occupy the Pentagon and set up 
a now government, seems to be a slightly too unrealistic 
and Utopian picture {laughter). 

Regional action best 

We will soe what we have to envisage Is some kind of 
diffuse and dispersed disintegration of the system. In 
which interest, emphasis and activity Is shifted to local 
and regional areas. 

The socond concept that should be re-eNamlned is tho 
role of the working class. And here I would like to say a 
few words to ono of the most defamed notions today, 
namely tho concept of the now worklr>g class, I know 
what can bo said against It, and what has been said a- 
gainst It, It seems to me that the concept of the new wor* 
klrtg class simply comprehends and anticipates tendon^ 
cios that are goir>g on before our own eyes In the mater- 
ial process of production In capitalism, namely that more 
and more highly qualitlad salaried employees, tochnici* 
ans, specialists, and so on, occupy a decisive position In 
the material procoss of production. 

And even In orthodox Marmlan terms. Just in this way 
become membofs of the industrial worklttg class. What 
we see, I submit to you, is an extension of tha potential 
mass base over and beyond the traditional industrial 
working class to the new working classes that extend the 
range of the exploited. 

Now this extension, which Indicates a large but very 
diffuse and dispersed mass base, changes the relation* 
ship between what wa may call loadlr>g minorities or 
cadres of the left, politically militant, and the mass. 



What we can envisage is not, as I said, this large cent* 
ralized and coordinated movement, but local and regional 
political action against specific grievances — riots, ghetto 
rebellions and so on, that is to say,' coruinly mass 
movements, but mess movements which in targe part 
are lacking political consciousness and which will depend 
more than before on political guidance and diractlon by 
militant leading minorities, 

A few words on the strategy of the Now Ueft, To the de^ 
gree to which the psuodo-democratic process, with the 
semi-monopoly of tho conservative mass media, creates 
end constantly reproduces the same society end a 
largely Immune majority, to that degree must political 
education and preparation go boyond the traditional liber* 
allstic forms. 

Action^ not liberalism 

Political ^ictlvity and political education must go be* 
yond toachlr>g and llstenlno. mu«t go bayond discussion 
and wrlitng, Tho Left must find the adequate means of 
breaking the conformist and corrupted universe of 
political lenguogo and political behavior, 

Tho Left must try to arouse tho consciousness and 
conscience of the others — and breaking out of tho Ian* 
guage and behavior pattern which is imposed on ell 
pollticat activity is an almost super-humon task and re* 
quires an almost super-human imagination, namely the 
effort to find a language and to orgonlze actions which 
are not part and parcel of the familiar political behavior 

Now, last, to the organization of the New Left, I already 
mentioned tho obsolescence of traditional forms of or* 
ganization, for example, a parliamentary party. 

No party whatsoever I can envisage today which 
would not within a very short time fall victim lo the 
general and totalitarian political cormptlon which char* 
acteriies the political universe. No political partVi hut al- 
so no revolutionarv centralism end no underground*-^ bo* 
cause both aro all too easy victims to the intensified and 
streamlined apparatus of repression, 
lined apparatus of repression. 

As against these forms, what seems to be shaping up 
Is an 'entirely overt organization diffused, concentrated 
in small groups and around local activities, small groups 
which are highly floxlble and autonomous. The left is splltl 
Tho Left has always been splltl Only tho right, which has 
no Ideas to fight for. Is united I (much laughter). 

Now the strength of the New Loft moy wall reside 
in precisely these small contesting and compotlr>g 
groups, active at many points at the same time, a kind of 
political guerrilla force In p^ace or in so*called peace. 

Organize spontaneity 

Small groups would be concentrated on the level of 
local activities, thereby foreshadowing what may in alt 
likelihood be the basic organization of llbortarian social* 
Ism^namely councils of small manual and intellectual 
workers, Soviets, If one can stilt use tho term and does 
not think of what actually happened to the Soviets: some 
kind of what I would like to call organlied spontaneity. 

Let ma come to the summary of the perspectives for 
the New Left, I believe, and this Is not a confession of 
faith, 1 think this Is at least to a great extent based on 
what you may call an analysis of tha facts. I believe that 
the New Left today is the only hope we have. Its task— to 
prepare itsolf and the others, not to wait or to prepare 
today, yesterday and tomorrow. In thought and In action, 
morally and politically for the tima when tha aggravating 
conflicts ot corporate capitalism dissolve its repressive 
cohesion and open a space where the real work for liber* 
tarian soclalimm can begin, The prospects for the next 
year, the prospects for tha New Uft are good if the New 
Left can only sustain Its present activity* There are al* 
ways periods of regression. No movement can progress 
at tha same pace; sustaining our activity would already 
be a success.
